NEVADA AT THE FAIR. 


Our State Exhibits Attract Attention— 


High Compliment to Commissioner 
Yerington. 
The Et.ite, a. weekly Chicago pictorial 


publication, under date of April 29th, 
publishes the following complimentary 
notice regarding Nevada at the world's 
fair: 


The youngest commissioner at the 


fail- is Mr. J. A. Yermgton, who is chair- 
man of the Nevada commission. Mr. 
Yerington is not quite thirty years of 
age, and his smoothly shaven face gives 
him an even more youthful appearance, 
but he is as shrewd aud capable as any 
of the " greybeards" among the com- 
missioners, and enthusiastic about his 
state exhibit. Just thirty days from 
the time Mr. Yerington was appointed 
commissioner his exhibits were packed 
and shipped to Chicago. Although 
Nevada has no state building at the 
fair, she sends a capital exhibit. 


In the agricultural department are 


sixty varieties of grain, all arranged in 
redwood boxes, also large sheaves of 
grain. 


Mr. Yerington says that on the Colo- 


rado river in Lincoln county, grain is 
now ready for harvest, and figs, al- 
monds and nectarines are half ripe. 
He hopes to make the earliest exhibit 
of this year's fair. The Nevada soil is 
so productive that—as Mr. Yerington 
expresses it—anything that you water 
will grow. The potatoes grown there 
are particularly fine, both in flavor and 
size, and the Nevada people claim that 
their beef and butter cannot be sur- 
passed. 


In the mining department, Nevada 


makes a fine show, gold and silver ore 
in almost every state, and fine speci- 
mens of virisite—as the mineralogists, 
have christened the phosphate of 
aluminium. Mr. Yerington brings with 
him one specimen of verisite about the 
size of a man's head, and it weighs 
nearly fifty pounds. It is a lovely 
shade of blue, a little brighter than a 
turquoise. Nevada also sends over a 
hundred pounds of ruby silver, and 
lovely specimens of wire gold and wire 
silver. In fact, almost every kind of 
mineral found in the country will be 
sent from Nevada. 


But the most interesting of all the 


exhibits, from a scientific standpoint, 
are the prehistoric footprints that Mr, 
Yerington has given over into Professor 
Putnam's charge. The professor is in- 
tensely interested in them, more es- 
pecially in the human relics, supposed 
to be those of Indians, and discovered 
under eighteen feet of solid rock. 
The footprints found at a depth of 
thirty-two feet are likely to be tho sub- 
ject of much discussion, as some scien- 
tists are inclined to think that they are 
human. 


Mr. George Russell and Mr. J. W. 


Haines are the other Nevada commis- 
sioners, and the ladies are 
ex-officio 


members. Mrs. M. D. Foley and Lina 
Russell, the Nevada women's delegates, 
are at the Palmer House.

Bow It is Settled Between America and 


Europe. 


It seems to be an utter imnossibility 


to get the goldbug press to comprehend 
that it takes an enormous sum yearly 
to scsttle the interest on the securities 
which Europe holds against the prop- 
erty of this country. The most simple 
way to illustrate the situation, is to 
compare the United States and Europe 
to two neighbors, A and B. 
A is a 


farmer whose land is mortgaged to B 
for $5,000. The interest is 8 per cent 
or a yearly charge of $400. B in addi- 
tion to being a bondholder is also a 
trader. 
He buy's A's crop and fur- 


nishes A with supplies. At the end of 
the year it is found that A's crop as 
sold to B amounted to $2,000 and A 
received of B $1,800 worth of supplies. 
According to this showing it looks as 
if the balance of trade was in A's favor. 
Now let us see how the settlement of 
this balance is made. A meets B in his 
office. They look over the accounts 
and find them correct. B produces the 
mortgage, tells A that his crop lacks 
$200 of paying for the supplies and iu- 
ferest. The interest is due and he 
would like a settlement in full. A hap- 
pens to have $100 in gold which was 
left him in the settlement of an estate. 
He tui-ns this over on interest account 
and B kindly takes an interest-bearing 
note on the other $100. This settles the 
interest account for the year. 


That is the way the large balance of 


trade, which for the year ending June 
30, 1892, was nearly $203,000,000 in favor 
of the United States was settled. This 
amount went on interest account, to- 
gether with $14,351,356 of specie and a 
large amount of interest-bearing secur- 
ities. 


In spite of big crops and the great 


financial ability of Sherman, Barter, 
Cleveland, McKinley and the other 
brainy goldbug financiers, the United 
States has become a nation of bank- 
rupts, whose politicians and corpora- 
tions have agreed to deliver to their 
creditors twenty-five times as much 
legal tender as there is in existence. 


This condition of affairs has been 


produced by the goldbug shylocks coil- 
trolling financial legislation and mak- 
ing money so tight as to f orcjL^he pro- 
ducers to pay a large partof their 
debts with new interest-bearing notes, 
thus compounding and piling 
up 


mountains of debts which ran never be 
paid except by bankruptcy and repudi- 
ation. 


The country is ripe for a new deal. 


Give us free coinage of silver with 
enough full legal tender treasury notes 
to bring the per capita circulation up 
to $50, and a Populist form of govern- 
ment; then the people will be prosper- 
ous and the goldbng shylocks will be 
forced to turn their attention to more 
honorable pursuits.

was to find other reactions which would 
give u better yield of the sweet body. A 
long and exhaustive series of laboratory 
experiments extending through several 
years were necessary for the satisfac- 
tory development of the chemical proc- 
ess of production. 


As might be expected, a discovery of 


such practical utility had to mn the 
gantlet of much hostile criticism. It 
formed a fruitful subject for discussion 
in various scientific societies and jour- 
nals. Attempts were made to show that 
it was not only deleterious, but danger- 
ous.
